Please replace the paragraph beginning at page 16, line 26, with the following 
rewritten paragraph: 

As mentioned above, the column address buffers 34 are designed to remap one of 
the row address to a column address so that the SDRAM 20 is plug compatible with SDRAMs 
adapted to receive row addresses for M rows and column addresses for N/2 columns. With 
reference to Figure 4, a portion of the column address buffers 34 includes a latch 260 that 
receives ten column address bits CA0-CA9. The column address buffer 260 latches the address 
bids responsive to an active low column address strobe read/write command, as is well known in 
the art. The nine low order address bits CA0-CA8 are applied to the column decoder 56 (Figure 
1) in a conventional manner. However, the most significant column address bit CA9 is applied
